but the extent of iis purehases wre more or less regulated by his needs. 

rhe manufacturer of a given article fixes his selling price, To that he adds 

per cent Scles Tax which he is obliged to remit to the Government. But he 
collects this tax money back again from the jobber, wholesaler, the merchant to 
whom he sells his product. The manufacturer does not pay the Sales Tax him 
el In like manner the jobber, wholesaler and merchant passes it on to the 
ultimate consumer, all : part of the eost of the article. The consumer, 
ierefore, pays the tax to the Government, the others being middlemen in the 
process of collection 

This Sales Tax, therefore, operates directly to enhance prices in Canada 
ind, consequently, to decrense the purchasing power of the whole people.
